carousing.” Whenever too heavy a 
burden has been placed on human 
haturP the recoil 
has come from 
praying Roundhead 
to roistering 
Cavalier, and Cromwell gives way 
to Charles the Second. 
This explanation of human con­ 
duct seems 
based on substantial 
truth. The tEndency always exists 
to recoil frd ^ one over-emphasis 
to another equally extreme. If con­ 
servatism grows reactionary, 
the 
progressive grows radical. 
Russia 
under the Czars gives way to Rus­ 
sia under the revolutionists. 
The peril of this tendency to re­ 
coil from one extreme to another 
is easily 
recognized. 
A median 
way ought to he found that will 
preserve for example the values 
of the conservative viewpoint, and 
still leave room for progress along 
wise lines. 
There is always danger in thf 
revolt. 
The recoil is as unhealthy 
as the extreme from which it flees. 
In the metaphor of Amos, the man 
who flees from the lion claws of 
reaction is likely to run into the 
clutches of the bear of destructive 
radicalism. 
Men have always felt this need 
of a medium 
path such as the 
“Golden Mean” of the Greeks. But 
the danger of the medium course 
is in leveling down to the dead 
level of medocrity 
and lethargy. 
The man who tries to avoid ex­ 
tremes is too likely to settle down 
to a character described by Tenny­ 
son 
, 
“ Faultily faultless 
Icily regular 
Splendidly null” 
The thing that 
will have men 


from extreme of either sort, and 
at the same time save them from 
slumping down to a colorless exist­ 
ence, is the contemplation of a sat­ 
isfying and transform ing ideal for 
character and conduct. 
This ideal is offered in the per­ 
son of the Master. He is the match­ 
less goal of character to follow 
whom is to keep the path of wis­ 
dom. 
The best remedy for 
the 
perils of extremes is in following 
that fife. 
The salvation from sor­ 
didness and low aim is in walking 
in the footsteps of that Perfect 
Example who will never lead men 
astray.

I he board of review, con­ 
sisting of 
N. W. Liss, chairman, 
and 'Cfi E. Stone and J. R. Foster, 
heard 1,400 complaints from prop­ 
erty holders. 
Then the remainder 
were lulled by the intimation that 
the tax rate would be cut in pro­ 
portion to the increased valuation. 
“However, virtually every taxing 
body in the various districts de­ 
manded its 
maximum percentage 
under the law 
which maintained 
the tax rate at its former figure. 
This action was taken in fear that 
the county court, to which the tax­ 
ing bodied knew the property hold­ 
ers would appeal, would readjust 
the valuations on a more equitable 
basis. 
So the fault, I presume, if 
there is any, lies primarily with 
the assessors.” 
The county court will take up 
the protests, which are expected to 
number thousands, beginning the 
first Monday in June and continu­ 
ing until the healings are complet­ 
ed.
